PREPARING FOR A LONG 


WAR. 


(Chicago News.) 


"In Washington." says Samuel In- 


sull, chairman of the Illinois state 
council of defense, "preparations are 
being made for a long war." Yet the 
national administration is understood 
to be still engaged in registering op- 
position to the adoption of universal 
militry training as a war policy. 


The conviction is steadily growing 


throughout the United States that 
the nation will have to mobilize its 
resources for a desperate struggle 
extending over a considerable period 
of years. 
The 
government 
must 


make its plans with this grim pros- 
pect in view. To do otherwise would 
be unfair not only to the American 
people, but to the cause of humanity 
and civilization. 
Planning in this 


fashion, the government cannot es- 
cape the conviction that universal 
military training ought to be adopted 
and preliminary arrangements made 
to put it into effect at the proper 
time. That time will come when the 
instruction in soldiery activities of 
all able-bodied American youths who 
have reached the age of 19 can be 
undertaken as an effective aid in 
preparing the nation for victory over 
the forces of autocracy. 


The present selective draft system 


does not embrace all the factors in 
the equation of developing the full 
military strength of the republic. It 
ignores the most available material 
for victorious armies—young 
men 


between the ages of 19 and 21 years. 
In this period the soldier's separa- 
tion from civil life is far less disturb- 
ing to community order and to the 
economic balance than is that of the 
men within the present draft age. 


The United States ought to pro- 


vide itself with a system of military 
training that would prepare ali suit- 
able young men for army service 
before they reach the age of 21. If 
this is to be a long war. as unfortun- 
ately we have good reason to expect, 
congress and the national administra- 
tion will have to put into effect uni- 
versal 
military 
training 
whether 


they like it or not. Intelligent ac- 
ceptance of the 
facts 
would 
lead 


them to establish the system as a 
great national benefit in 
peace no 


less than in war. They should act 
now.

today continued their investigation 
into the cause of a series of mysteri- 
ous explosions in Jersey City yester- 
day which resulted in the destruction 
by fire of a six story building of the 
Jarvis Warehouse company incorp- 
orated, where army supplies were 
kept, and wrecked the repair shops 
of the Erit railroad, causing a loss 
estimated at $1,500,000. 
Although 


a number of persons were injured 
there were no deaths. 


The explosions, rocked the 
sur 
rounding country for miles and re>- 
suiting fire sent sparks across the 
river, setting fire to a ferry house 
in Manhattan. In Jersey City panic 
conditions prevailed for a time, while 
thousands of persons swarmed into 
the streets of lower New York or on 
the roofs of office buildings to view 
the immense clouds of black smoke 
that hung over Jersey City and the 
Hudson river. 


E. J. Jarvis, secretary and treas- 
urer of the storage company, said he 
could not 
explain the 
explosions. 


Mayor Frank Hague, of Jersey City 
asserted that his investigation had 
convinced him that the 
explosions 


were caused by German agents, who 
sought to destroy the government 
stores In the warehouses. Police of- 
ficials *aid that 'so far nothing had 
been learned 
to 
support 
Mayor 
Hague's theory. Soon atfer the ex- 
plosion, army and intelligence offi- 
cers took. twelve men into custody 
and questioned them closely as to 
rumore that strangers had been seen 
in the storage plant. 


Officials today expressed surprise 
that no one had been killed. Sever- 
al hundred persons were employed 
in the warehouse and repair, shops. 
Among the workers in the Erie ma- 
chine shops were ten women of for- 
eign birth, clad in overalls, who op- 
erated drill presses. 


Twenty locomotives were

destroyed or damaged, while a large 
number of freight cars loaded with 
merchandise were burned.

FORGED TO KISS 


FLAG AND SWEAR 


TO ALLEGIANCE

Lima, O., March 27.—Four more 


accused 
of 
pro-Germanism 
were 


forced to publicly kiss and salue 
the American flag and take an oath 
of allegiance by the Delphos vigil- 
ance committee last night. The first 
casualty after two nights of activity 
was reported at the homa of Peter 
Metsker. a farmer, when *a man, said 
to be Fred Kundertz. was struck with 
a club by Katherine Metsker, 24- 
year-old daughter of the farmer, who 
was accused of pro-German leaning. 


Carl Jettmger, editor of the Del- 


phos Herald, who escaped 
on 
the 


first night of the mob's activities, 
has not yet been located. 
Searches 


have been conducted in surrounding 
towns for him, and punishment in 
the form of tar and feathers awaits 
him when he is found, a committee 
named by the vigilance committee 
declares 
More than one thousand 


Delphas citizens were 
among 
the 


rioters last night. 


Those forced to take the oath of 


allegiance and to salute and kiss the 
Stars and Stripes last night, were 
Jacob Marx, a groceryman. 
Peter 


Metsker and his son John, farmers, 
and Clem Simmizimmelsinger. anoth- 
er farmer. The four men were placed 
on a large truck in the public square 
and there the ceremonies were con- 
ducted. 
Each was presented with a 


large American flag and they head- 
ed a parade to their homes where 
they wsre given hammers and nails 
with instructions to nail the flag to 
their homes. 
They also gave three 


cheers for the flag. 


The vigilance committee will again 


conduct a reconnoitering expedition 
in Delphos and vicinity tonight and 
they claim to have at least twelve 
more names on their list, who are 
said 
to be German 
sympathizers. 


Miss Metsker, who attacked Kundert, 
will have the oath administered to 
her tonight, it was stated.
